Normally  the  provincial  secretary 
speaks  for  the  Cabinet  and  for  the 
LichtenanL-Oovernor  in  matters  re- 
lating to  Government  House.  By  not 
doing  so  m this  instance.  Hon.  O.  S. 
Pearson  is  aJlowmg  a silly  little  Incident  lo 
assume  the  t^cicai  projiortions  of  a tem- 
pest in  a teajxit.  Obrtously  while  pro- 
vincial taxpayers  pay  $54,040  per  annum 
towards  the  upkeep  and  servicing  of  that 
Instltuli^  no  one  is  going  to  close  the 
gates  in  fneir  faces  ^ually  obviously,  the 
Government  should  not  support  an  edict 
denying  tourists  the  privilege  of  seeing  the 
outside  of  the  official  residence,  a state 
building. 

Provincial  estimates  for  the  current  fiscal 
year.  1948-49.  show  voted  appropriations  of 
$44,240  under  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  $9,800  under  the  Provincial 
Secretary's  Depailment,  for  the  provincial 
staffing  and  upkeep  of  Government  House 
and  Its  grounds.  Of  the.se  Hems,  $20,760 


has  to  do  directly  with  the  upkeep  of  the 
grounds,  one  of  the  show  places  in  the 
capital  city.  Nor  can  one  find  any  appro- 
priation for  the  engagement  of  commis- 
sionaires to  keep  the  public  off  their  own 
property. 

The  attempt  now  to  set  up  an  inquisition 
at  the  gates,  and  to  decide  who  la  a fit  and 
proper  person  to  enter  the  grounds  and  who 
is  not  can  onlfTend  In  loss  of  dignity  on  the 
one  hand,  and  hurt  feelings  on  the  other 
for  those  who  may  be  denied.  The  Institu- 
tion of  Government  House  was  not  estab- 
lished yesterday,  and  up  to  the  present  inci- 
dent no  question  has  ever  been  raised  as  to 
the  public's  normal  privileges  In  the  matter. 
Conceding  that  good  taste  demands  that 
such  visitations  stop  a long  way  short  of 
Intrusion,  there  are  quieter  cures  for  that 
No  Legislature  would  support  an  order 
closing  the  gates  to  Government  House, 
short  of  a national  emergency. 

The  Provincial  Secretary  should  end  this 
farce  now. 


Pn^sent  Constitution  Protprts  Provinces 


IT  is  a well-worn  claim  that  the  Federal 
Parliament  should  be  free  to  change 
Canada's  constitution,  the  British  North 
America  Act.  and  that  appeals  to  the  Privy 
Council  In  London  should  be  abolished.  On 
the  face  of  it  there  seems  no  reason  why  the 
Dominion  should  not  put  its  own  house  in 
order  any  time  it  pleases  without  reference 
to  an  outside  authority.  As  it  happens, 
though,  there  is  a reason  and  from  a pro- 
vincial point  of  view  a very  strong  one. 
Canada,  it  must  be  remembered,  is  a con- 
• federation  of  peoples  who  agreed  to  pool 
their  resources  so  that  along  certain  lines 
there  should  be  strong  unified  action;  but 
not  along  every  line.  It  was  a condition  of 
entry  that  certain  autonomous  powers 
should  be  reserved  to  the  Provinces.  There 
would  have  been  no  confederation  other- 
wise. The  passage  of  time  has  not  altered 
the  nature  of  the  compact. 


fi  anything,  in  fact,  it  has  shown  what 
would  be  the  likely  rcsulf  if  all  power  were 
concentrated  in  the  hands  of  a Federal  ad- 
ministration controlling  parliamentary 
will.  The  encrofti'hmenl  on  provincial 
rights  by  even  moderate  Dominion  Govern- 
ments is  a pointer  that  cannot  be  Ignored. 
An  extremist  government  might  arise 
which  would  give  short  shrift  to  the  Prov- 
inces if  present  safeguards  were  removed. 
The  latter  would  then  become  pawns  at  the 
disposal  of  a Federal  bureaucracy.  That 
was  not  the  idea  of  confederation. 

The  present  constitutional  setup  does  not 
restrict  Canadian  sovereignty,  as  some  ap- 
pear to  think;  but  It  does  protect  the  in- 
herent authority  of  the  various  Provinces 
over  their  own  domestic  affairs.  The  B.N.A. 
Act.  Incidentally,  made  express  provision 
for  the  entry  of  Newfoundland  one  day 


Putting  the  Cart  Before  the  Horse 


'"T^HE  City  Council  seems  to  have  worked 
J[  Itself  into  confusion  over  the  potential 
powers  of  a fair  weights  and  measures 
officer  before  It  has  decided  whether  the 
City  needs  one  or  not.  The  point  It  should 
decide  first  is  a simple  one  of-  principle: 
Does  the  need  warrant  an  addition  to  the 
payroll?  If  the  council  concludes  it  does, 
then  is  the  time  to  start  worrying  about  de- 
tails of  jurisdiction.  If  it  does  not.  that  is 
an  end  to  the  matter. 

Determination  of  the  legal  status  of  such 
an  officer  should  not  present  insurmount- 
able difficulties.  Apparently  he  could  func- 
tion only  under  Dominion  Government  au- 
thority. If  the  City  wore  prepared  to  ap- 
point and  pay  him.  It  is  not  likely  that 
Ottawa  would  put  any  stumbling  block  in 
the  way 


So  far  as  the  need  for  a weights  and 
measures  officer  here  is  concerned,  there 
has  been  no  suggestion  that  city  retailers 
have  been  giving  short  weight.  Some  com- 
plaint has  been  directed  at  Isolated  sup- 
pliers of  fuel  in  connection  with  some  small 
wood  dealers  whose  stock-in-trade  may  con- 
sist of  a truck  and  a telephone.  Whether 
or  not  the  complaints  are  well-founded,  the 
mere  presence  of  a fair  weights  and  mea- 
sures officer  in  the  district  would  have  a 
wholesome  effect  and  at  the  same  lime  pro- 
vide consumers  with  a remedy  for  any  com- 
plaints. The  suggested  appointment 
appears  worthy  of  consideration,  especially 
as  the  office  formerly  existed;  but  jurisdic- 
tion should  embrace  the  Greater  Victoria

They  hoisted  a flugstaff  In  London 
last  week.  It  was  an  Important 
flagpole.  It  came  from  Vancouver  Is- 
land and  It  linked  afresh  the  Old  and 
the  New  Worlds. 

Before  a crew  of  loggers  cut  it  down 
It  was  a Douglas  flr  towering  K>6  feet 
among  Its  slaters  In  the  Albeml  forests. 
Now  It  Is  a white  painted  pole  top- 
ping the  fortress  laid  out  900  years 


known  to  the  world  as  the  Tower  of 
London. 

Actually  there  are  18  towers  In  this 
oldest  and  most  famous  fortress- 
palace-prlson  In  Europe,  together  with 
bastions,  moat  and  other  ancient  de- 
fence works  enclosed  within  15-foot 
thick  walls.  ^Ths  Inner  and  original 
fortress  is  the  central  keep  built  by 
William  and  named  the  White  Tower 
after  the  hard  white  stone  he  brought 
from  Caen.  Normandy.  to^buUd  it. 

It  Is  on  the  White  Tower  that  ths 
new  Canadlat^  flagpole  stands,  raising 
the  Union  Jack  75  feet  above  the  90- 
foot  roof  level  of  the  keep.  Ten  feet 
of  Its  allm  girth  Is  embedded  in  the 
roof,  the  Douglas  flr  having  been  cut 
to  half  Its  fallen  length  to  replace  the 
staff  which  served  from  1890  until 
found  In  1945  to  be  full  of  dry-rot. 
ARRAY  OF  SPLENDOR 
There  was  a great  array  of  splendor 
at  the  hoisting  of  the  AJbeml  flagpole. 
The  Constable  of  the  Tower,  who 
reigns  supreme  within  lU  historic  pre- 
ciocU,  was  there,  as  he  has  been  ever 
since  William  the  Conqueror  put  a 
Norman  knight  in  charge  of  his  newly 
built  fortress.  The  present  Constable 
Is  Lord  Wavell.  The  Major  of  the 
Tower  and  the  Chief  Warder  were 
standing  by.  and  those  Yeomam  of  the 
Guard  familiar  alike  to  Mr.  W.  A. 
McAdam,  the  1948  Agent-General  for 
British  Columbia,  ai\d  to  the  sixteenth 
century  Queen  Elizabeth. 

History  Is  old  and  yet  ever  new.  The 
Douglas  flr  had  seeded  Itself  after 
Elizabeth  had  completed  but  one  year 
of  her  45-year  reign  As  a prisoner 
four  years  earlier  she  must  have 
walked  the  Tower  Green  and  many  a 
Ume  glanced  up  at  the  flag  flying 
-irom  the  central  keep.  In  her  wildest 
Imagination,  and  she  had  a vivid  per* 
sonallty.  she  could  never  have  dreamed 
that  a cone  soon  to  drop  from  a tree 
at  Ute  other  end  of  the  world  would 
some  day  grow  in  strength  and  be 
brought  to  buttreas  the  flag  of  her 
England 

BY  lIF.ARS.AY  ONLY 
Canada  was  a vast  and  vacant  land 
when  the  Douglas  flr  began  to  taae 
root.  EUeabeth's  England  knew  It  only 
by  hearsay.  Drake,  who  was  to  visit 
the  Paclflc  Northwest  when  the  flr 
waa  a stripling  of  20  Summers,  was 
merely  a boy  seaman  14  years  old. 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  later  to  be  thrown 
by  Elizabeth  into  the  Tower,  was 
learning  his  school  leaaons  Shakes- 
peare was  unborn. 

England  was  In  the  midst  of  a tur- 
.■  bulent  period  of  history  and  at  the 
beginning  of  a great  era  In  Canada 
sll  was  still. 

Cartier  had  come  and  gone  and 
Champlain  had  yet  lo  see  the  light  of 
day.  The  Indians  of  Hochelaga  had 
resumed  their  lives  ax  though  a white 
man  had^ever  appeared  before  them. 
Across  a continent  their  fellow  abor- 
igines were  hunting  In  Uie  woods,  per- 
hap.v  almost  trampling  the  shoot  that 
was  to  reach  the  venerable  age  of  389 
years  and  Uien  become  a flagstaff. 

The  naUves  of  Albeml  had  two  more 
centune.5  of  seclusion  to  enjoy  be- 
fore Captain  Cook  anchored  hU  .ship 
In  Nootka  Sound.  They  did  not  see 
him  when  the  Discovery  sailea  past 
their  shores,  and  being  Ignorant  of  the 
forces  of  history  would  not  have  sensed 
ihelr  own  doom  had  they  done  so.  Thr 
seedling  flr  would  be  a sturdy  tree  by 
that  Ume,  perhaps  100  feet  tall,  un- 
aware also  of  thr  de.«Uny  that  was  tn 
the  making. 

CHANGING  ITS  ( IIARACTER

/^TTAWA,  Aug.  5.- -This  week's  Ub- 
eral  convention  Is  a gathering 
steeped  in  tradition- -tradition  dating 
back  to  the  1019  party  gathering  which 
boosted  Mackenzie  King  onto  the 
throne  of  Canadian  Liberalism. 

Most  of  the  historical  sentiment  con- 
nected with  the  previous  Liberal  gath- 
ering Ileb  behind  Mr  King  himself, 
who  has  been  an  ardent  adherent  lo 
tradition  throughout  his  record-break- 
ing span  of  oflflre 

The  locale  of  the  gathering  Is  Uie 
Coliseum  in  OtUwa’x  south  side  Lans- 
downe  Park  In  1919,  the  gathering 
that  picked  Mr  Kmg  was  held  in 
Howick  Hall,  which  burned  down  In 
the  early  I920's.  The  Coliseum  was 
built  on  exactly  the  same  spot  as  old 
Howick  HtU  where  Mr,  King  read  his 
acceptance  speech  a.i  leader. 

So  when  he  mounts  the  platform  to 
formally  announce  his  retirement  as 
Ltberal  leader.  will  be  standing  on 
the  Identical  site  of  his  nomination  29 
years  ago.  , 

Mr  King  will  hand  over  the  reins 
to  a new  leader  ^although  he  will  carry 
on  as  Prime  Minister  until  some  Ume 
later  this  yean  Saturday,  the  last 
day  of  the  three-day  meeting.  It  was 
on  the  same  date  39  years  back  that 


he  obutned  a clear  majority  on  the 
fifth  ballot. 

The  *Prlme  Minister,  who  loves  »he 
traditional  association  of  dates,  is 
copying  the  patron  saint  of  Liberalism, 
the  late  and  great  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler, 
whom  Mr  King  succeeded  as  Liberal 
leader  at  the  1919  convention  Sir 
Wilfrid  was  a stickier  for  tradiUon  and 
Mr.  King  as  the  heir  of  the  Laurler 
tradition  is  carrj'lng  the  manUe  of 
history  right  down  to  the  last  letter. 

There  may  even  be  a parallel  In  the 
voting  for  Mr  King’s  successor  Satur- 
day. When  the  King  name  stood  on 
the  first  ballot  ui  1919,  he  was  opposed 
by  four  other  staunch  Liberals  They 
were  Hon.  W S Teldlng,  Senator 
George  Graham.  D.  D.  Mackenzie,  then 
Liberal  House  leader,  and  Alexander 
Smith.
